The composition is consummately fine ; the paint¬ 
ing is as full of the fire of his pencil, as the combatants seem

—The effect of Chiaro Scuro is admirably rendered, and the 
finishing displays the elaborate and delicate style by which 
this master was distinguished 

RUYSDAEL ... 96 A LANDSCAPE, RIVER SCENE, a surprising and delightful 

chef doeuvre.—A still and glassy Stream advancing towards 
the front of the Picture is there contrasted by a Cascade rush¬ 
ing through some Fragments, and a Bank on which are a few 
Figures.—The light reflected from the Clouds illumines a 
Bank behind a group of Trees, and the Water in the center 
of the Picture, with the richest effect. The transparency of 
the colouring throughout distinguishes this Picture from every 
other known work of the master, and makes it by far his 
chef d’oeuvre 

WYNANTS .... 97 A NOBLE LANDSCAPE at the turn of a Road, where some 

Figures are halting beneath a wooded Bank, beside a River, 
which is seen in its meandering course to a considerable dis¬ 
tance, intersecting a varied Scenery. In the front-ground the 
attention is caught by a blighted Tree, some Sallows, and 
Plants, which are exquisitely finished;—truly capital.
